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TWO NEW COLOR-FORMS FROM SOUTHERN MAINE 


While collecting in the Ocean Park section of Old Orchard 
Beach, York County, Maine, in recent summers, I have 
noticed certain plants of Spiraea latifolui , Meadowsweet, 
with deep-pink flowers. Some of these plants have pubes¬ 
cent panicles; others are glabrous. I have found this form 
growing both in open wet spots and in shaded woodland 

stations. 

Spiraea lati folia (Ait.) Borkh. forma rosea T. W. Wells, 
forma nova. Type: Maine: YORK co.: Old Orchard Beach, 
11 October, 1969, T. w. WELLS (NEBC). Differt a forma 
latifolia floribus valde roseis. 


While collecting in salt-marshes along Goose Fare Creek, 
which is the southern boundary of Ocean Park, I found 
plants of Polygonum, ramosissimum which differ from the 
typical in that the sepals have bright-white margins. 

Polygonum ramosissimum Michx. forma alba T. W. Wells, 


forma nova. Type: Maine: YORK co. : Old Orchard Beach, 
September, 1970 t. w. wells (NEBC). Differt a forma 
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ramosissimum sepa 1 is a 1 boniarginatis. 
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
